To  the  Honorable ,  the  Board  of  Inspectors  of  Allegheny  County  Prisons ,  Pitts¬ 
burgh ,  Pa.  : 

Gentlemen: — We  herewith  submit  our  Fourteenth  Annual 
Report,  accompanied  by  the  Reports  of  the  Superintendent,  Treasurer, 
Chaplain  and  Physician,  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1883. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  expended  a  large  amount  of  money  in 
making  much  needed  improvements ;  we  have  been  compelled,  on 
account  of  the  extraordinary  increase  in  the  number  of  commitments 
to  the  Institution,  to  extend  the  cell  room  in  the  East  wing,  adding 
112  cells.  We  are  also  erecting  a  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  500,000 
gallons  of  water,  the  old  one  not  having  been  properly  constructed, 
nor  at  a  sufficient  elevation  to  be  useful  in  case  of  fire ;  also,  a  new 
store-house  and  barrel  run  from  the  cooper  shop  to  the  river.  These 
several  improvements  have  so  far  cost  $17,409.38  for  materials,  the 
greater  part  of  the  work  having  been  done  by  prison  labor. 

In  our  Report  for  1882,  we  reported  a  large  increase  of  prisoners 
over  previous  years,  and  consequently  a  corresponding  increase  in  the 
expenses  for  their  support.  During  the  past  year  the  increase  has  been 
even  much  larger,  the  average  daily  increase  being  forty-eight. 

During  the  session  of  the  Legislature  of  1883,  an  Act  was  passed, 
the  first  section  of  which  reads  as  follows,  viz  :  “  That  from  and  after 

the  passage  of  this  Act,  all  goods,  wares,  merchandise  or  other  article 
or  thing  made  by  convict  labor,  in  any  penitentiary,  reformatory  prison, 
school,  or  other  establishment  in  which  convict  labor  is  employed,

whether  for  the  direct  benefit  and  maintenance  of  such  penitentiary, 
reformatory  prison,  school  or  other  establishment,  or  upon  contract  by 
the  authorities  of  the  same  with  any  third  person,  all  and  every  such 
goods,  wares,  merchandise,  article  or  thing,  immediately  upon  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  same,  shall  be  branded  as  hereinafter  provided,  and 
shall  not  be  taken  into  or  exposed  in  any  place  for  sale  at  wholesale 
or  retail  without  such  brand.”  Such  branding  caused  us  great  trouble 
and  inconvenience,  besides  very  materially  reducing  our  profits  on  man¬ 
ufactured  goods. 

The  above,  or  similar  legislation,  has  been  advocated  and  urged  for 
some  time  by  a  few  sentimental  and  would-be  reformers  and  philan¬ 
thropists,  but  more  especially  by  those  manufacturers  who  supposed 
that  prison-made  wares  came  into  competition  with  their  goods. 

We  believe,  however,  that  there  are  other  and  more  important  in¬ 
terests  to  be  considered  in  the  management  of  such  an  Institution, 
than  merely  making  money.  Governor  Hoyt,  in  his  annual  message 
to  the  Legislature,  in  1882,  uses  the  following  language  :  “  In  neither 

of  the  penitentiaries  of  this  State  has  there  ever  been  an  attempt  yet 
made  to  administer  them  on  the  vulgar,  wicked  and  unworthy  consid¬ 
eration  of  making  them  self-sustaining.  In  neither  of  them  has  it  been 
forgotten  that  even  the  poor  convict  is  a  human  being,  and  that  his 
body  and  soul  are  not  the  property  of  the  State,  that  both  may  be 
crushed  out  in  the  effort  to  reimburse  the  State  for  the  cost  of  his 
scanty  food,  and  at  the  end  of  his  term,  what  then  is  left  of  him,  be 
dismissed  an  enemy  of  human  society.

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REPORT. 


Claremont,  Pa.,  January  ],  1884. 

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Allegheny  County  Work  House  : 

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  a  statement  of 
the  fiscal  aud  statistical  affairs  of  the  Work  House  for  1883. 

I  regret  to  have  it  to  say,  that  the  charge  for  maintaining  the  Work 
House  for  1883  exceeds  its  earnings  to  the  amount  of  $32,936.26.  As 
intimated  in  a  former  report,  this  result  to  me  was  not  wholly  unex¬ 
pected,  nor  do  I  think  it  possible,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  to 
make  the  Institution  wholly  self-supporting.  Every  item  in  the  accom¬ 
panying  statements  tending  to  show  a  better  result  than  was  actually 
attained  has  been  carefully  eliminated.  Last  year  was  an  exception¬ 
ally  good  one  for  testing  the  capabilities  of  the  Work  House  for  self- 
support.  Every  year  will  have  its  special  drawbacks  as  well  as  advan¬ 
tages,  as  had  last  year,  but  taken  as  a  whole,  the  opportunity  for  earn¬ 
ings  was  above  the  average,  and  the  amount  fairly  earned  in  round 
figures  was  $50,000.  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me  in  saying,  that 

every  economy  possible  in  expenditures  was  practiced,  and  that  the 
total  sum  of  $82,170.84  was  not  a  great  one  for  the  support  of  so  large 
a  number  of  inmates,  embracing  as  it  does,  all  classes  of  expenses. 
Besides,  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  building  and  improving  so 
extensively  as  during  the  last  year  has  a  tendency  to  increase  the  inci¬ 
dental  expenses  in  many  ways  that  cannot  be  taken  account  of  so 
particularly  as  to  be  chargeable  to  betterments. 

Articles  of  prison  manufacture  are  generally  of  the  coarsest  and

cheapest  kind.  Thus,  they  are  of  the  class  recognized  as  the  least 
profitable,  hi  addition  to  this  disadvantage,  they  do  not  hold  an  equal 
chance  with  outside  manufacturers  of  the  same  articles,  owing  to 
prejudice  and  unfounded  opposition.  For  these  reasons  the  legislative 
enactments  of  the  past  year  inimical  to  the  sale  of  prison  goods,  were 
viewed  with  alarm  by  the  prison  managers  of  the  State.  The  brand 
“  Convict  Made,"  which  is  now  required  upon  all  such  manufactures, 
very  seriously  interfered  with  our  sales.  It  may  not  be  known  to  the 
public  generally,  but  such  is  the  fact,  that  the  advocacy  of  these 
measures  proceeded  from  wealthy  manufacturing  companies  and  cor¬ 
porations  of  our  own  and  other  States,  and  while  not  intended,  I 
apprehend,  to  interfere  with  our  special  manufactures,  did  so,  as 
completely  as  with  those  of  any  other  prison.  It  has  been  a  matter  of 
pride  heretofore  to  be  able  to  say  that  our  goods  sold  equal  to,  or  higher 
in  price  than  any  in  the  market,  and  whenever  there  has  been  a  decline 
some  outside  manufactory  led  and  compelled  us  to  follow.  But  now, 
owing  to  the  “Brand  of  Infamy”  being  put  upon  goods  of  prison  man¬ 
ufacture  in  this  State,  it  may  be  expected  as  a  result,  that  prisons  will 
have  to  put  the  price  of  their  manufactures  down  to  a  figure  that  will 
preclude  competition.  The  outside  manufacturers  cannot  compete,  and 
the  prison  will  be  unable  to  make  any  profit.  The  congregated  sys¬ 
tem  of  prison  labor  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  nine-tenths  of  the 
prisons  of  the  country  that  have  been  constructed  during  the  last 
thirty  years  with  that  end  in  view.  If  prisons  are  virtually  prohibited 
by  law  from  manufacturing  or  doing  anything  for  their  own  support, 
then  these  extensive  and  costly  buildings  will  have  to  be  demolished 
and  others  of  the  old  style  with  larger  cells  substituted.  The  modern 
cell  has  been  constructed  with  a  view  to  sleeping  accommodations  for 
the  prisoner  only,  that  there  may  be  as  little  inducement  as  possible  for 
voluntary  abstinence  from  work.  If  prisoners  will  not  be  allowed 
employment,  they  must  be  confined,  and  to  permanently  confine  them 
in  a  cell  of  the  modern  size,  is  to  consign  them  to  speedy,  mental  and 
ph  ysical  wreckage,  which  would  not  be  tolerated  by  the  self-respect  of 
the  public.  I  do  not  purpose  here  discussing  the  question  of 
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prison  labor,  but  must  express  surprise  that  the  suggestions  and  advice 
of  the  most  experienced  prison  managers  are  wholly  disregarded  by 
legislative  assemblies,  and  the  theories  of  inexperienced,  irresponsible 
and  selfishly  interested  persons  are  adopted  instead. 

During  1883,  the  discipline  and  good  order  prevailing  in  the  prison 
could  scarcely  be  excelled.  Infractions  of  rules,  more  especially  when 
willful  and  malicious,  brought  summary  punishment,  and  the  fact  that 
good  behavior  and  order  was  conducive  to  personal  comfort  became 
thoroughly  understood.  In  prison  management  it  may  be  fairly 
claimed,  that  in  regard  1o  the  style  of  buildings,  cleanliness,  healthful¬ 
ness,  clothing,  food,  good  order  and  disipline,  no  further  progress  is 
needed.  All  of  these  I  claim  in  an  eminent  degree  for  our  own  prison. 
But  the  great  questions  of  reformation  and  of  prison  industries 
have  yet  to  be  settled.  Illiteracy  among  our  inmates  to  even  a 
much  greater  extent  than  is  shown  in  our  Statistical  Tables,  adds 
still  further  to  the  volume  of  proof,  of  which  no  more  is  needed,  that 
“  Ignorance  is  the  mother  of  vice.”  And  it  might  be  well  for  the 
State  to  first  try  compulsory  education  in  her  prisons,  and  enact  that 
no  prisoner  of  sound  mind  and  below  a  certain  age,  unless  committed 
for  a  short  term,  should  be  discharged  until  he  or  she  would  be  able  to 
read  and  write,  and  have  some  acquaintance  with  the  four  primary  rules 
of  arithmetic.  A  reference  to  the  Statistical  Tables  will  show  that  the 
number  of  those  Avho  vibrate  between  freedom  and  prison  life  are  not 
upon  the  decrease.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  public  will  come  to  the 
wise  conclusion  in  time,  that  more  permanent  retirement  of  those 
who  persistently  violate  law  is  better  both  for  the  peace  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  and  the  good  of  the  culprit.

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CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


Office  of  the  Allegheny  County  Work  House,  ) 
Claremont,  Pa.,  January  1,  1884.  5 

To  the  President  and  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Allegheny  County  Work  House : 

Gentlemen  : — As  Moral  Instructor  of  the  Institution  under  your 
management,  it  becomes  my  duty,  as  it  is  my  pleasure,  to  report  to  you 
in  relation  to  my  work  during  the  year  just  closed. 

The  commission  given  by  the  Head  of  the  Church  reads,  “  Go  ye 
into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every  creature.”  Thus  the 
gospel  is  to  be  preached  wherever  there  are  men  and  women  to  hear 
it,  and  to  be  reclaimed  and  saved  by  its  power,  whether  they  be  in 
prison  or  out.  The  story  of  Paul  and  Silas,  and  the  jailor,  and  John 
Bunyan,  will  live  to  the  end  of  time  to  attest  the  fact  that  there  is  a 
secret,  divine  power  which  can  penetrate  the  strongest  stone  walls  that 
human  hands  have  ever  built,  and  can  pass  through  the  strongest  iron 
gates  ever  made,  seeking  a  lodging  place  in  some  heart  whither  God 
would  send  it. 

It  is  man’s  wisdom  to  seek  out,  to  try,  and  then  to  continue  in  use, 
the  best  possible  means  for  reclaiming  and  saving  the  erring,  the  law 
violating,  and  those  who,  by  their  crimes,  have  proven  themselves  to 
be  dangerous  men  or  women,  and  whose  restricted  liberty  is  demanded, 
that  the  safety  of  others  may  be  assured.  To  restrain  the  guilty  from 
the  commission  of  other  crimes,  is  a  great  matter,  but  to  remove  from 
them  the  desire  or  disposition  to  commit  crime,  is  infinitely  greater. 
The  one  is  within  the  power  of  man,  the  other  is  quite  outside  of  human 
power.  To  receive  a  debased,  filthy,  ragged,  drunken  wretch,  aud 
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wash  him  clean,  and  clothe  him,  and  feed  him,  and  if  weak,  and  sick, 
and  diseased,  strengthen  and  cure  him,  is  the  promptings  of  a  pure 
humanity.  Yet  while  we  read,  and  therefore  believe,  because  of  the 
unerring  authorship  of  the  doctrine,  that  “  Out  of  the  heart  are  the 
issues  of  life,”  we  take  it  that  the  affections  are  of  more  worth  than 
even  the  intellect,  or  the  mere  bodily  organism. 

A  complicate  piece  of  machinery  may  be  defective  when  first  made, 
or,  through  rough  use,  may  be  deranged  in  some  of  its  parts  ;  mend¬ 
ing  may  answer  a  temporary  purpose.  The  best  thing  to  be  done  is  to 
make  it  new  again.  A  man  goes  wrong  through  vice,  through  intemper¬ 
ance,  debauchery,  theft  or  murder ;  he  may  be  restrained  for  a  season  ; 
but  if  his  heart  is  wrong,  his  nature  wicked — no  purpose  of  his,  no 
resolution  he  may  form — no  watchfulness  of  his  friends  can  be  de¬ 
pended  upon  to  save  him.  Give  him  a  new  nature,  a  new  disposition, 
new  desires ;  give  him  a  new,  pure,  clean  heart.  Let  him  be  re-made, 
regenerated,  converted — then  only  will  old  things,  old  desires,  old  in¬ 
dulgences  and  old  crimes  pass  away.  With  the  new  man  all  things 
will  become  new.  Such  an  one  will  start  out  in  a  new  manner  of  life, 
and  his  new  pathway  will  not  lead  him  back  to  the  gates  of  the  prison. 
The  divine  revelation  is  the  rule  of  life.  By  observing  the  divine  law 
we  can  make  the  most  of  this  life,  and  thus  only  secure  the  better  life 
to  come. 

With  a  hearty  approval  of  all  human  means  and  helps  and  encour¬ 
agements,  and  yet  with  a  firm  conviction  and  settled  belief  that  with¬ 
out  divine  aid  these  are  all  temporary  in  their  effects,  our  constant 
aim  has  been  to  turn  the  attention  of  the  prisoners  to  a  better  and 
purer  life  as  the  only  means  of  attaining  a  happier  life.  To  this  end 
we  have  our  regular  Chapel  Service  every  Sabbath  morning  at  10:30 
o’clock,  attended  by  male  and  female  prisoners.  At  2  o’clock  p.  m., 
Bible  Classes  for  men.  In  the  instruction  of  these  classes  regular 
assistance  has  been  cheerfully  rendered  through  the  entire  year  by 
Messrs.  Hastings  and  Henry,  officers  in  the  Institution.  And  at  4 
o’clock,  a  Bible  Reading  and  Praise  Meeting  in  the  Female  Department. 
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These  services  are  largely  attended,  and  the  attention  and  conduct 
during  services  is  highly  commendable.  # 

The  Night  School,  after  the  summer  rest,  opened  on  the  first  of  Octo¬ 
ber,  and  has  been  attended  by  those  whose  early  education  had  been 
sadly  neglected.  Some,  on  entering  the  school,  did  not  seem  to  know 
a  single  letter  of  the  alphabet ;  others  were  unable  to  write  their  own 
names,  or  read  them  when  written.  The  progress  in  the  school  on  the 
part  of  some  is  remarkable,  of  all,  encouraging. 

As  to  the  Library,  the  distribution  of  books,  religious  and  secular 
papers,  we  need  not  here  repeat  what  has  found  a  place  in  former 
reports. 

It  is  due  the  United  Presbyterian  Publication  Society  to  state  that 
in  adddition  to  their  liberal  donation  of  Bibles  last  year,  they  have 
this  year  also  given  the  Institution  a  donation  of  four  hundred  Bibles. 
For  this  valuable  gift  wTe  hereby  tender  our  thanks,  as  also  to  the 
editors  of  the  Presbyterian  Banner ,  The  United  Presbyterian ,  Christian 
Advocate,  Methodist  Recorder,  Catholic,  Freheit’s  Freund  and  Volksblatt, 
for  regular  liberal  donations  of  their  own  papers  and  exchanges  for 
the  use  of  the  prisoners.

To  the  Honorable,  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Allegheny  County  Work  House  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  making  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1883,  to 
your  honorable  Board,  I  have  nothing  new  to  report  or  recommend. 

The  condition  of  the  Institution  is  excellent  in  all  respects,  and  the 
health  of  the  prisoners  has  compared  favorably  with  former  years. 
We  have  had  nine  deaths,  showing  a  greater  mortality  the  past  year 
than  the  one  preceding,  but  as  then  caused  by  diseases  contracted 
before  entering  the  Institution. 

Accompanying  this  brief  report  you  will  find  a  tabulated  statement 
of  diseases  treated.
